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CITRUS  CUTTINGS  AND  NURSERY  STOCKS  PROHIBITED 

According  to  Article  7  of  Law  No,  2906,  dated  January  29,  1936,  upon 
proposal  of  the  Minister  of  Agriculture >  numbered  56-27^31,  dated 
June  17,  194-9?  approved  by  the  Council  of  Ministers,  numbered  3/93^3, 
dated  June  3,  19^-9,  received  from  and  translated  by  Dr.  Kadri  Akat, 
Entomologist,  Central  Plant  Protection  Institute,  Ankara,  Turkey,  the 
importation  into  and  passage  through  Turkey  of  American  citrus  cut- 
tings and  nursery  stocks  is  prohibited  in  order  to  protect  citrus  of 
that  country  from  virus  diseases,  such  as  "quick  decline." 
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
